Arrvival of the Wrecked ©illcors and Orew nt
NMam Kranclsos.

Bax Fraxcomsco, Feb. 7.<It 8 with
pleasure that 1 Lave io announce the arrival of
the steamship Moses Taylor at this port to-day
from Houolulu, having on board the wrocked
officers and crew of the Unlted States steamer
Bagioaw. The Motes Taylor left Honolula on
the 28th ult.

The steamer Kllaeua, that was placed al the
dispoeal of the United States Minister by the
Hawllm Government to go to the rescue of the
unfortunates, arrived at Honoluln aen her return
from Ocean Island on the 14th of January,
bringing with her the entire party, all of them
much debilitated and quite wenk from want of

much |

proper diet, but they have since fully recovered
and are now In good bealth and spirits. They |
have been transferred from the Moses Taylor to
the United Biates steamer Saranac,

While on Ocenn Island the wrocked party were
limited to ratiops of one potato and two ounces
of bread daily. They obtained seal, turtle, and
goneys, however, suflicient to sustaln life.

I bave called upon Caplain Rleard to inquire
if ho had any further particulara to commauaol-
cale regarding the loss of the vessel and subse-
quent events, but he had nothing to give me
other than has already been published.

Pro- |
fessor Cope and he are now investigating its |
rleh harvest of bones, among which are
& masiodon’s tusk 11 feet the
bonet of the great eave bear, those of |
a megalonyx (a gigavotic sloth), those of a
rhinoceros, and those of a curious little horse, |
Great interest attaches to the inquiry whether |
thie little horse that lived on the Atlautic border
in pre-glaclal times. was ideatical with the |
diminutive horse whose bones are found in the
sunken lands of Nebraska, and whether this |
Penusyivania sloth shall prove to be of the same
kind as that whose bones Washington found ina |
nitre cave of V rginia. The Virginia sloth was |
gupposed to be post-glacial. The bones In this
Phanixville cave are overlald with glaclal drift.
I have examined In the Philadelphla Academy a
eection of the cave drawn by Prof, Cope. This
gection tells its own story. The suimals whose
remaing me entombed in the eave lived before
the epoch of the great northern drift.  In those
remote times America seems to have baen the
land of the horse, the rhinoceros, the elephant, |
and the camel. If this horse should prove to
be new, it will be the eighteenth gpecles known
to bave lived in America before the drift period,
I do not understand that any human remains or
any implements fashioned by human hands have
been found in the Phanixville cave. At this
gtage of the Investigation we cannot say that
discovery throws any light on the question of
the antiquity of the human race,
